Deploring the present system of op- 


‘city government which they describe 
;as “impossible owing to the exist- 
'ence of indifference, carelessness and 
inefficiency,” the firm of Dawson & 
Edison, city auditors, in a_ report 
filed with Mayor Sims Monday, rec- 
ommends a number of reforms in the 
system and suggests that a central- 
ized auditing department be establish- 
ed to check wastes that are now be- 
ling borne. 

The suggestion of a centralized au- 
diting department which would abol- 
ish all auditing branches in various 
departments is in line with the senti- 
ments of Mayor Sims, who has per- 
sistently advocated such ai system 
since his inauguration aS mayor on 
the first of this vear. The mayor 
stated he would consider the report 
caretully and forward it to council 
with a request that “something be 
done” immediately. 

Establishment of a system of audit- 
ing to be located centrally under the 
supervision of the city comptroller, 
who would be held accountable fer all 
records, is the only way to remedy 
present conditions. the report stated. 
This would give the city comptroller 
i fnll authority to “hire and fire’ in 
ithe various departments as the inter- 
‘ests and efficiency may require. 
| Summary of Needs. 
| «Following is a summary of findings 
and recommendations contained in 
‘the report: 
| “There jis a lack of control and 
-authority and the office responsible 
for the accounting can prescribe the 
‘method of auditing but it is without 
‘authority to enforee the  require- 
| ments. As long as this condition ex- 
: ists you have the possibility of hap- 


f counting, 

“It js not our purpose to unduly 
alarm those responsible for the af- 
fairs of the city, but under the terms 
of our engagement it is our duty to 
point gut conditions which, in our 
opinion, need correction and need it 
badly. This we endeayor to do in 
‘remarks whieh can not be mistaken.

i “We found that it was impossible 
toe obtain an absolute check on en- 
tries of revenue received by the city. 
This is a situation that would be 
remedied by the installation of a cen- 
tralized system of accounting and fi- 
naneial control, 

“The water department accounts 
have little in common with efficient 
accounting methods. New ledgers 
were installed for the balancing of 
the accounts, but they never were bal- 
anced. These in charge informed us 
that only one man in the department 
was capable of taking charge of all 
the records and keeping the books 
balanced, and that it was not de- 
sirable to put him in charge of the 
work. 

Inefficiency Flourishes. 

“No evidence of a systematic at- 
tempt to keep accounts with various 
creditors was found. We saw no ac- 
-eounts payable ledger. 
e.relessness and indifference were 
found to be existing in this depart- 
ment.

FFECTIVE with all meter readings on and after June Ist, 
1923, bills for retail electric and gas service will be ren- 
dered under the continuous billing method approved by the 
Georgia Public Service Commission.

All meters in one section will be read on approximately the 
same day each month and bills will be rendered approximately 
five days after meter reading date.

Each customer will receive his bill on approximately the 
same date each month.

Under the old plan, which is to be superseded on and after 
June Ist, 1923, all bills were due on the first of each month 
and the discount period expired on the tenth of each month 
This is changed under the new plan.

discount date stamped or printed on his bill.

The continuous billing method to be made effective in At- 
lanta from.and after June Ist, is and has for some time been 
in general use in the cities of the United States having a popu- 
lation of 100,000 or over, and in many cities of smaller popu- 
lation.
